One of tlio niiitUn -i u hich will early en- 
gage tho attoiicioii of tlio house is that of 
the judiciary. At tho present moment 
there is oii the entire mainland but two 
paid magistrates. One is a Dominion of- 
ficial and is stationed at Yale; the other 
is a provincial olticer and is stationed at 
Cassiar. It lias always appeared to us 
that tho luoaauro passed at the instance 
of tiie late government, ni so far as it 
tended to swoop away tho ningistorial 
force of tho province and substitute 
therefore two additional Bupremo court 
judges,, was a niistake. In its working 
an act liaj ju.stiiled that \ iuw. The chief 
ground of complaint against tho stipend- 
iary stafT was that it was nonprofessional. 
That w.as a cogent reason for retiring 
them; but tho county court di3trict.^ 
should have bean maintained intact, and 
the Potninion advised to appoint live le- 
gal gentlemen as county court judges. In 
place of that tho local act provided for 
tho increase in tho number of the sii 
premc court judges from three to five and 
three of the number were assigned to 
districts on tho mainland. But it was 
found that although the house might pro- 
pose, the judges v.-ould dispose; and in 
the result tho five judjres reside at Vic- 
toria. Whether the local government 
possesses power to direct the ju(lg<'s to 
reside in tlio districts to which they were 
assigned by the local act is still unsettled. 
Tho local court has unanimously decided 
that the judges, being Dominion ollicials, 
tho provincial government does not pos- 
sess authority to enforce the local act 
which assigned the judges to certain dis- 
tricts. The gentleman who framed tho 
local act, and who "vas popularly suppos- 
ed to be assigned for duty at Kamloops, 
lingers still at Victoria, aa a murk of mild 
insubordination against tho working oi 
his own measure! It is evident that if no 
])ower is vested in the province to control 
the niovonioiits of the judges they will 
continue to make Victoria their head- 
(luartors, visiting the interior at stated 
periods on circuit. The house will prob- 
ably bo asked to express an opinion as to 
what tho province should do. If tho pro- 
vince has no power to control the judges, 
tho passage of an act which may be disal- 
lowed or declared unconstitutional should 
bo avoided. What wo would strongly ad- 
vise — supposing the view takon by the 
judges hero to have been sustained at Ot- 
tawa — is tho passage of a resolution call- 
ing the attention of the Dominion gov- 
ernmoiit to tho judicial poverty of ihe 
Mainland and asking them to appoint 
county court judges in districts to be de- 
fined by this legislature. Tho present 
system is unfair to the pooplo of tho 
Mainland. It reflocta injuriously upon 
business intoreats and creates a fooling of 
insecurity and nonconfidonco which un- 
der A diflbrent state of things would not 
eiist. 

TIMLLY HARNINGS. 

Two shocking steamboat disasters on 
the Sound within a iii.«nth will open the 
eyes of tho authorities to tho fearful risks 
of steamboat travel on a certain class of 
vessels plying "n tlioso waters. Isor 
ought the lesson to be lojt upon steam- 
boat owners and iijspectors in this prov- 
ince. A wonderful immunity from fatal 
accidents during tho past 20 years should 
not engender a feeling of carelessness, 
and overy possible precaution ought to 
bo taken to prevent loss of life. In early 
days one steamer blow up in Victoria 
harbor :uid another on Fraser river with 
loss of life in both cases. No other casu- 
alty of much importance occurred among 
British Columbia stoamora till the burn- 
ing of the Elizabeth Irving a year and a 
lialf ago at Hope, when only 4 lives wore 
lost. Sho caught fire from hay stowed 
too near the boiler and smokestack. Tho 
steamer Gem was destroyed tho other day 
on Puget Sound from a similar cause. 
Had tho Irving taken fire in raidriver the 
results might have boon most disastrous. 
Tho fact that but few accidents have oc- 
curred in B.C. waters must not deter tiiose 
concerned from seeing to it, tiiut steamers 
are provided with necessary life-saving 
apparatus and boats in strict accordance 
with tho Dominion Steamboat Act, no 
matter how short tho trips may bo. In 
tho ca.se of the .losophiiie it ia said her 
engineer was totally unfit for his position, 
to say nothing of the vessel being a"noat- 
ing coflBn," aa is assorted by a Seattle 
paper. The result was a fatal explosion. 
Gross mismanagement and incompetency 
seem to have characterized the burning 
of tho Gem last week, flor only safe 
boat was lost in an unpardonable manner, 
and although little over a dozen peraons 
wore on board and sho was only a short 
distance from shore, nearly one half of 
that small company were lost. After this 
Pugot Sound steamers that may not be 
propel ly eciuipped will not be allowed to 
travel; and at the opening of navigation 
on Fraser river everything reijuired by 
law to be on board the B. C. flteainer.s 
should be supplied, so that tho loss of 
valuable lives may be rediiced to a iiiini- 
muni in case an accident should happen. 
There may not be much laxity in this 
particular, but the travelling public wish 
to be assured that there are on board each 
steamer a sufhcieiit number of boats and 
life preservers. Oare is required, too, in 
stowing away cargo of an infiammable or 
oombu.itible nature, and in this particu- 
lar captains and pursers should o.xerciso 
the utmost vigilance. Recent disasters 
have boon too near home not to impress 
people witli the imperative necessity of 
taking every precaution in order to niako 
steamboat travel in these waters as safe 
aa possible. 

SALT SPRINO ISLAND 
MUNICIPALITY. 

Complaints of irregularities on Salt 
Spring Island continue to come to hand. 
Sever.ll months ago Mr. Justice Gray 
decided that certain members of the 
council had been illegally elected; yet the 
unseated members continued to discharge 
their functions by levying rates and ex - 
ponding public nionies. In the same 
decision it was stated that tho returning 
officer had boon guilty of grave irregulari- 
ties which, under the Act, rendered him 
liable to punishment; yet no steps 
were taken by tho late government to 
bring tho faithless olficer to justice. One 
of the latest charges from that quarter is 
that tho reeve has elected himself and 
holds on to his ofEco with a tenacity born 
of official greed. Another charge is that 
the auditors aro denied access to tho 
books and that no audit has been, or can 
be, made. The time would soem to have 
arrived when the government should tako 
action in this unfortunate matter. If 
corroapondonts are to be trunted, munici- 
pal afialrB reek with corruption and tho 
drastic treatment of a cataplasm, in the 
form of legal proceedings, would appear 



to be necessary. The government should, 
at leasti decline to ask further appropri- 
ations for the use of tho municipality 
until the charges that are preferred liave 
been investigated and a purer and moro 
wholesome .atmosphere in municipal 
matters prevails there. 

STEALING TELEGRAMS. 

The Ottawa dispatch that ap[ic;ircd in 
tho Standard yesterday under the heading 
of "special" is not geiiuiiu'. It was ta- 
ken from tlu3 important di.-<patcli sent by 
!Mr. Shakespeafe, i\l. P., which apjieared 
in The Colonist tho day before. In form- 
er days the proprietor uf the Standurd 
was accustohicd to send sensational Otta- 
wa dispatches — entirely devoid of truth — 
to his journal and make the local govern- 
niout pay for tlieni. Since the treasury 
is ciused to his inroads he resort-; to tho 
equally disreputable practice of sppropri- 
ating our exclusivo dispatche, and in the 
act of doing so insults and ridicules tho 
Bonder. Well, there is one satisfaction 
tho people have — if Mr. Sliakespearo 
does not accomplish more th.in his prede- 
cessor, he cannot accoiupli.sli le.-ts. 'I'lie 
general belief is that the cnuiitiy has 
lieiu'iitted by the change in its reiire.-<enla- 
ticii. In any case, tho door of political 
preferment is closed and barred forever to 
tlie entrance of tho Ir.capablo who was 
recently unseated, aiul wlio, iii>w that 
government pap has failed him, is re- 
duced to the necessity of cribbing news 
telegrams. 



Salt Spring Island. 

To TIIK Editok; — Wo ai-L- anxiou.sly 
waiting to see what steps tho govern- 
ment will tako with respect to this un- 
hap])y islantl. Tiiere is no doubt liiat 
we liave forfeitcil our nuinicipal char 
ler l)y noglt.'cting to eoiniily with the 
law ; and the general fcoliny sooiiis to 
be that we are well i id of wliat, has 
been a .source of great irimblo tiiul ill 
feeling. At the late election, when it 
was found timt no one was nominated 
for reevo, the former reeve claimed 
llin riglit to .serve for anotlnn' year, 
without rc-cloet ion, and ri'fu.sfii to li.s- 
tcn to those who contciulcd that tliore 
ought Lo 1)0 anotlii-f eloi'tiun. It i.t 
generally belicvi'tl that the foriner 
reeve refused to allow hini.sei£ to bo 
nominated, because lie feared that ho 
would bt! objecteil to on the groumls 
that he bad not the necMsnry ))ropcrty 
(lualificatioiis. ft may Hoem .strange 
that tlii-r(! .should be any (ibjoctiou lo 
tho books lieiiiy audited, but tin- olij i.- 
tion is quite accounted for by tb" f.ivx 
that tho reeve allowed the clerk, who 
was also collector, to make his lina'i- 
cial reports to the council witlio-it en- 
tering tlieni in the iiiiiiulo book ; so 
that the councillors ihouiscl vts did not. 
know the financial contlilioii of the 
munici])uUty. 

Two men were aiipointed to audit 
the books last year, and were told thut 
they had nothing to do but e.xamiiic 
the casil book. When, however, llicy 
demanded the ininuti! book, iind ail 
other books belonging to the council, 
they were not allowed to see any of 
them. 

Last year at least one of the eouin il 
lors took his .scat without being iii(jp 
eriy .sworn in, and this ho diil with 
the full knowledge that he was iloing 
what was illegal, Now that thei r is a 
change of govLTiiiiionl, we eonlidi-iil l\' 
ex)iect that tlie do-nothing [loliey will 
be abandoned, and that we shall n; 
ceive the [irotectioii we liave a right to 
demand.

Tlie Poisonous Oonsticueuts of Tobaoco 
Smoke. 

A series uf nxperiments has been 
recently conducted by Horr Kissling, of 

Bremen, with a view of ascertaining the 
propurtioiiH of nicotine and other poison- 
ous Hubstancos in the ainoko of cigars. 
His pap(\r in Diixjler's /'o/i/(ci7nii.<(7i.!s 
Jiniinal," gives a useful re.-mnu' of ttio 
wiirk of previous observers. Ho specifies, 
as strongly poisonous cmistituents, car- 
bon ic oxide, sul|)huret ted hydrogen, prussio 
acid, picoline bases, nicotine. The first 
thrci! occur, however, in such small pro- 
poi tioii, and volatility is so great that 
their share in the action nf tho tobacco- 
smoke on the systeni may be neglected. 
Tho picoline basos, too, are present in 
comparatively Binall quantity; so tli.it the 
poisonous character of tho smoko may be 
almost exclusively attributed to the large 
proportion of nicotine present. Only a 
small part of tho nicotinic in a cigar is 
destroyed b3' the process of smoking, and 
a relatively large portion passes oil' with 
the smoke. The proportion of nicotine 
in the sinidie depends, of course, essen- 
tially (Hi the kind of tobacco; but thy 
relative anionnl of nicotine wliieli passes 
from a cigar into siindie depends chiefly 
on how far the cigar had boon smoked, as 
the nicotine contents of tho unsmoked part 
of a cigar is in inverse ratio to the size of 
this part— /. e. , more nieotiiio the shorter 
the [lart. Evidently, iu the burning 
cigar, the slowly advancing zone of 
glow drives before it all distillable matter, 
so that in the yet uiiburiit portion a con- 
stant accumulation uf these takes place. 
It would appear Uiat in the case of cigars 
that arc [loor in nicotine, more of this 
substance relatively passes into ainoko 
than in the case of cigars with much 
nicotine; also that nicotine, notwithstand- 
ing its high boiling point, has remarkable 
volatility. — AHimiet News.

Okaxagon Lakk, Oct. 12. 
Undoubtedly the pleasaiito.-,t of all 
our provinces for any Englishman 
fond of .sport, and with a inoilerato for- 
tuno, of .say, from ,£200 to .LGOO n 
year, ix Briti.sli Cohiinbia. What 
woatiior, what .scenery, and what .sport! 
Here v.o are on lliB 10th of October, 
in a gigantic glen, like tlie valley of 
tho Tay, and though ducks and geeso 
are arriving in great flocks the birches 
and poplars aro only now turning into 
a golden yellow, relieving the diirk 
inas.scs of pine-clad hill. The air is 
soft and ploa.saiit, iiiul nn .snow is e.x- 
poctcd until after (jlii i.-itinas. Koturn- 
in{^ homeward to write this lettor we 
passed from the shore of a lake, and 
wero crossing a atrip of gras.s-covercd 
land, on wliicli nuini'ioiis cuttlo \v(>i'(? 
enjoying their evening feed. L'p the 
valley in front of u.s .-i slight shower 
was illuniinato by u brilliant rain-bow, 
acro.ss which whole armies of brown 
geese wore winging their clangorous 
war. Dark against the rain-bow, and 
of a rich green in tho .sunlight, .-ttood 
the rising ]iasturo slopes, i;. a statelv 
and independent fa:-,liioii, the vanguard 
of tho pine.s, rising sepanitel v, and 
with no u-nlergrowtli to coiieoul their 
tawny-coloured stems, tho jagged 
branches well furnisliod with ujiward- 
pointcd tassels of long neiHlles, hanging 
down on many of tliein alino.st to the 
ground. The ancient lake niargins on 
which they grow, and tlu; slopes, shin- 
ing grey ngainsl tho indigo-liued, for- 
est-covered mountains, are clothed with 
bunch gras.s. Nothing can compare 
with this in food for cattle. There is 
much of it about here, for over wide 
spaces the timb.'-r leaves the vallov 
sides in Hat .Savaniiali-like levchi, iiart! 
of any undergrowth save an isolattid 
willow or po[ilar clump Inne and there. 
'I'lu'so are now of bright golden tints. 
Perhaps they aro growing in some 
small creek now full of mallard, .scaup, 
widgeon, and teal. A grey collie-like 
form trots aero.ss the ojien an enters 
the timber. That is the coyote — half 
wolf, half fox — an impudent .seoundrel- 
who comes down from the hills und 
makes reconnaisances in force in the 
night time upon the house and farm 
stead, where we are staying. On his 
appearance all the dogs turn out, and 
there is a general barking, but not 
much lighting, both sides being of the 
O|)iiiion that Providence is on this .side 
of the strongest battalions. The next 
day we are off early to shoot prairie 
chicken, a sharp-tailed, grey grouse of 
the plains. These are coinnion wher- 
ever there i.s flat land throughout this 
province, us woll as throughout the 
vast central region.s of the Doiniiiion. 
They nmy have found their wav 
through the mountains by way of one 
of the broad grass-covered straths near 
the border. They aro almo-st as fool- 
ish a bird as their cousin of the w oods, 
the brown or willow grouse, who sit;; 
on a bough until he is taken ; for these 
sharp-tailed grouse can be seen occa- 
sionally sitting on a snake fence until 
they are positively driven ofl" by tho 
sportsman. Beautiful blue grouse of 
a slate grey are til.so common in thi; 
woods. Some wild swans were seen, 
but none were obtained. 

Aa an OKCouragemont to our appetite 
for our dinner our host ollerod us a de- 
coction of Uva Ursi, a common plant in 
English shrubborios and found every- 
whero here in tho woods. It has 
a holly-liko loaf, but the leaf is 
tbi.t, the berry blue, and the shrub 
never seems to grow in these woods 
higher than two foot from tho ground. In 
tho Slates tho juice is mixed with some 
alcohol and is known as the "Oregon 
Blood Purifier," and may bo familiar to 
some of your rentiers as one of the hideous 
advcu'tisomonts that cover tho rocks in 
tho tourist haunted places of resort. 
Conversation falls upon wild boasts, and 
a very fine set of cariboo horns, bigger 
than any seen, except, perhaps, in New- 
foundland, aro shown. 'i'ho wiuqiiti, 
though common in Vancouver Island, is 
not soon hero, but the me deer-like skin 
and horns of the black-tailed door aro to 
be mot with at almost every log hut. 
Some fine wolverine skins aro gradually 
being collected at tho adjoining store to 
form a rug for a Canadian gentleman who 
entertained us, and who, having come 
aomo years ago from Ottawa, seomed as 
liappy as a man could bo witti 1,500 
head of cattle, wheat croiis yielding forty 
bushels til tho acre, and in exceptional 
years fifty, and wetter land yielding two 
and a half tons per acre of hay. Some 
fine boarskina wero to be sent down to 
the steamer which had brought us up on 
tliu beautiful but shallow rivor which 
connects the two lakes, one 80 miles in 
length and the other -10. Ono of these 
had boon the property uf the cinnamon 
boar, a gaunt and gigantic :)rute, more 
formidable even than the j,- zzly, for he 
attacks men without rhyme or reason, 
and is altogether a savage follow. Hia 
akin is only worth §7^ here, whereas for 
the black bear §12 to .^15 .are paid. The 
grizzly, being rarer, has no fixed price, 
but would hardly command more. Pel ■ 
trios are not much seen, or the Indians 
have taken so much to farming tiiat they 
hardly ever care to make a business of 
hunting. Beai-ers are still numerous, 
and what is suiiiiuaed to bo a curious 
monument of their industry is to bo seen 
in a lake hard by. Thia sheet of water is 
two miles long by over half a mile in 
breadth. Its sliores, though the hills are 
not far otl, are low, and around its whole 
circuniforenco is an earthen dike sunio- 
timcs three, Roiiietimos nearly four feet 
in height from tho water's edge. So 
regular is it in formation that it is most 
difficult to believe that it is not construct- 
ed by human hands, but the settlers in 
tho neighborhood say that it has been 
dono to protect tho beaver's yuuiig from 
enemies during the period of the spring 
overflow, when tho rasher youngsters 
sporting in tho shoal water might be the 
proy of ttt'.ir enemies. The dyke ensures 
deeper w.'ter at tho edges a*, these times. 

Among tlio gentloinoi; who have made 
Ihoae beautiful valleys their home are 
two younger eons oi Mr. Vornoii, of 
Olontarf Castle, county Dublin, and their 
success well illustrates what can be ac- 
complished by gentlenien coming from 



tho old country. In a stalely grove of 
Douglas pino, varied at this season of tho 
year in color by tho brilliant yellow un- 
dergrowth of poplar, they have built a 
pleasant house and have a herd of about 
200 horses and 1,500 head of cattle, with 
many an acre of fine stubble lying below 
the rich pastoral slopes of the wood- 
crowned hills, all speaking of a happy 
homo. .Many a hunt on horseback after 
cariboo and coyote has been enjoyed un- 
der the loadorship of these gentlemen by 
the surrouiidiug farmers. In further 
proof of all this are subjisined the words 
of several gentlemen recently settled in 
the country. Mr. Donald Graham, of 
Sutherland, who is at present settled in 
Happy Valley, states that he left Scot- 
land in 18G0, and coinmonced farming in 
this valloy with about £200. Ho has now 
12 head of cattle and 40 pigs. Ltist year 
he raised 1,103 bushels of wheat, 10 tons 
of oats, 7i of barley. Potatces and roots 
ho finds cfo remarkably well also, but ho 
only raises enough for his own use, there 
being at present no market for theao pro- 
ductions. This, however, the railway 
will remedy in a few years. The first 
frosts, ho states, never come boforo tho 
end of September or tho beginning of 
Oetobor. 

Mr. Donald Mathcson's experience is 

even more encouraging. Ho camo to this 
country from Loch Alsh, Rossliire, and 
started with no capital. Uo has been two 
years farming iii the Salmon River Val- 
ley, having worked fnr some years previ- 
ous to coiiiinancing to farm. Ho now 
owns ;!20 acres of prairie, 50 of which are 
scattered pine, and 1(5 head of cattle. His 
only loss has been four beasts, which tho 
unusually sever'.' winter of 1879-80 on- 
tailed upon him. Ho has 22 acres of 
wheat this year, and expects to have a 
ton and a half of oats and one ton of 
wheat to the acre. Uo also owns 8 horses 
and 40 pigs. There is, he says, plenty of 
game in the country— grouao, geese, 
ducks and door — and ho is of opinion 
that there is room for more settlers who 
have had experience of country life. 

Mr. .las. Crozier, of Carlisle, England, 
luis been farming for two years and com- 
menced with £1200. He has now sixty 
acres under crop, from wliich ho expects 
thirty bushels of wheat to tho acre. The 
timber ho finds of the best quality. Thoro 
are only four months of winter, while the 
auinnior is not hot. Indian labor can bo 
had at §1 50 per day, equivalent to 7a. 
Cd. Ho left England 18 years ago, and 
is decidedly of ojiinion that the peonle 
living in the Spellamaclieon valley are 
bettor off than those in Cumberland were 
when he loft. 

Fanners not content with the tame 
spurt of lassoing their cattle as occasion 
may serve, sometimes throw the rope 
round an old bear. When got in tho 
upon bruin is no match in lleetnesa for a 
good horse. Once headed from the tim- 
ber, til which he is [irobably making, a 
lasso thrown around him and attached to 
the pommel of the rider's saddle, soon 
place.i liini at tho mercy of his mounted 
assailant. But attractive as aro those 
bottom valleys and rolling grass lands 
with the liiiu tinibor always near at hand, 
it is only within a few years that they 
have been iiiliabitod by tho white man, 
A good many have come iu of late now 
that the Canadian Pacific railway is no 
longer a promise, but is already half a 
performance, but many a cozy prairie, or 
natural open, hid in the recesses of tho 
magnificent woods, and many a stretch of 
bunch grass alcipo awaits tho coming of 
those who prefer a three or four months' 
to a six months' winter in Canada, or 
that combination of sloot, oast wind, and 
discomfort, honored by tho same name in 
England. Snow only begins to fall hero 
in December, und does not stay during 
March. Alas, that it must bo added, tho 
boautioa of those valley scenes aro yet 
mysteries to tho gentler sex, and many a 
gallant and ataltvart pioneer speaks to 
sympaihjtic ears of the loneliness of his 
situation, and how much ho bugs for the 
coining of " Tho lady of the lake," and 
jiartner of tho prairie. 

Mrs. Labouchoro at Homo. 

" I mot Mr. Labouchoro ono uight at 
Lady Sebright's. I remained tliore up to 
7 o'clock in the morning. I lost £1000 
thoro. I paid it, most decidedly; I paid 
it to Lady Sebright in Froncli bank notes 
two or throe days afterward. That even- 
ing I lost £500 and the next evening 
anuthor .t'.'jOO. Wo loft at 7 in the morn- 
ing, and Mr. Labouchoro remained with 
Lady Sebright.

The error Hoems to have been 
caused by ignorance that the month of 
Zilhijili had thirty and not twenty- 
nine days in 1299, and the able editors 
were also c )fiius( d by the new moon of 
the 2Stli and 20tli "of Zilhijeh (lOtli 
aiul lltli of Novenilier). It was pecu- 
liarly hard upon a people who rogaid 
with auper.stitious awe ami ex[)eclatioii 
this beginning of the fourteenth cen- 
tury of the Hugira that they should 
not even know when it dawned. 



A poetical effusion, entitled "A 

Lady's Roinonstranco with the t^ueeii," 
appeared soino days ago in the Mor- 
niiKj J'osi, oalling in question the pro- 
priety of a "gay pageant" and the 
"splemlnur of reviews" as the sequel to
